CANADA'S APPLE INDUSTRY Parner wien 


The stage is set for a tremendous 
increase in apple production in 
Canada in the next 10 to 15 years, 
according to M. B. Davis, dominion 
horticulturist. He says the average 
production at present is around 12 
bushels a year, and this 
may be inereased to 20 million 
bushels in the not far distant future 
Says Mr. Davis: Canada will have 
fo eat more fruit per capita, export 


more, or increase the population to 
take care of this potential produc 
tion 


At the present time British Col- 
umbia outstrips all other provinces 
in actual apple production, with 
Nova Scotia second, Ontario third, 
Quebee fourth and New Brunswick 
fifth. In potential production for 
the next 10 years, based on planned 
acreage, Nova Scotia and British 
Columbia are about equal, while 
Ontario, with heavy new plantings 
is in the lead, having double the 
British Columbia acreage. The

More Dairy Herds. 
Needed in Europe 


Cattle herds have been preserved 
in most European countries and 
emphasis is now being placed on 
the importance of providing en- 
ough milk to mothers, children and 
other classes of population regard- 
less of their financial position. It 
thus appears, states Agriculture 
Abroad, issued by the Economics 
Division, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, that the main effort 
will continue to be centred upon in- 
creasing the dairy herds. 

With the present feed grain 
shortage which is likely to continue 
for at least some vears to come, it 
ig probable that beef cattle and hog 
output will not come back to nor- 
mal as fast as milk production. It 
may take several years before the 
pig herd is replenished in Europe. 

Egg production may recover 
more quickly in Eurone. With the 
excention of a few Western Eur- 
opvean countries, poultry is a side- 
line on general farms and largely 
ebsists on offals. In countries now 
under occupation, the process of | 
restoration is not likely to get 
under wavy until the return of more 
stable conditions
